Scholar Hail Discovetics in 


Palestine. 


The crucial question about the pot- 
sherds inscribed with Hebrew writ- 
ing, discovery of which is announced 
from the site of ancient Lachish in 
Palestine, is that of date. Hebrew 


scholarship at the university at. 


Jerusalem undoubtedly is adequate 
to deal with the problem from the 
standpoint of language and script, as 
are the experts of Doctor Starkey’s 
expedition to deal with it as/ field 
archeologists. Something. must be al- 


jlowed, perhaps, for enthusiasm en- 


gendered by a truly remarkable dis- 
covery, and time must be granted 
for would-be critics of the ancient 
dates assigned to examine the evi- 
dence for themselves and express 


‘arguments. If it be true that the 
documents found date from 900 to 
1000 B. C., the discovery is difficult 
to overestimate in its importance to 
Biblical studies, Like so many hap- 
penings “of recent, archeological 
years, it gives the Biblical text that 
‘thas come down to us added stature 
as a historical document. 

- Most of the previous discoveries 
which have done this were Baby- 
lonian. It has been a generation since 
the originals of the Bible stories of 
the Creation and of the Flood were 
found on cuneiform tablets, but it is 
only a few years since the Flood was 
identified, both at Ur and Kish, as 
an unquestionable historical event, 
even though it may not have sub- 
merged quite so much of the world 
as literal interpreters of the, Bibli- 
cal. text sometimes imagine. The 
story of Creation emerges as a 
Sumerian account of how Mesopo- 
tamia was reclaimed from the sea 
and the rivers. Most recent of all 
the confirmations are the discoveries 
at. Ur which reinfopce previous 
knowledge of Sumeriag customs and
